Sopor  capsules  got  you  dawn? 
Content  is  animal  tranquilizer 


Those  orange  capsules  your  roommate  has 
guaranteed  will  deliver  you  to  drowsy  paradise  may 
bring  some  pain  with  the  pleasure. 

According  to  a  check  run  by  zoology  professor 
Weldon  Witters  at  the  request  of  The  Post, 
orange-capsuled  sopors  that  have  recently  inundated 
the  Athens  drug  market,  contain  phencyclidine 
(PCP),  an  animal  tranquilizer. 

However,  the  check  did  not  substantiate  reports 
that  the  homemade  sopors  contained  strychnine,  a 
toxic  chemical  originally  used  in  rat  poisoning. 

According  to  Witters,  a  drug  research  consultant, 
PCP  can  cause  “considerable  stomach  lining  damage 
and  one  possible  symptom  is  bloody  diarrhea. 

“The  user  will  experience  an  isolated  feeling,  sort 
of  like  looking  through  a  telescope  through  the  wrong 
end,"  he  noted. 

The  effects  of  the  drug,  he  added,  depend  on  the 
individual’s  resistance  and  the  number  of  capsules 
taken  on  a  regular  basis. 

However,  he  warned  that  mixing  the  sopors  with 
alcohol  would  mushroom  the  effect. 

Another  check,  at  the  Bureau  of  Criminal 
Investigation  at  London  Ohio  instigated  by  William 


Kane,  assistant  director  of  University  Security  also 
failed  to  reveal  any  strychnine  content  in  the  orange 
capsules. 

Kane  reported  talking  to  several  persons  who  had 
experienced  severe  abdominal  pains  after  taking  the 
pills. 

Both  Kane  and  Witters  said  the  orange  capsules  are 
particularly  dangerous  because  of  their  contents  and 
because  they  are  homemade. 

Estimates  of  the  number  of  orange  capsules  in 
Athens  range  from  10,000  to  65,000.  Kane  estimated 
2000  sopors  have  been  confiscated  by  University  and 
Athens  Police. 

Despite  several  reports  of  severe  stomach  pains 
accompanied  with  vomiting  Dr.E.  Dale  Mattmiller, 
director  of  the  Hudson  Health  Center  said,  “there  has 
been  no  significant  rise  in  cases  that  might  be 
regarded  as  sopor  side  effects.” 

Discussing  the  sopors,  Kane  displayed  the  plastic 
bags  the  sopors  are  usually  purchased  in.  Small  gray 
hairs  were  scattered  throughout  the  bag. 

“Whoever  made  these  sure  has  a  bad  shedding 
problem,”  he  commented.

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Hunt  deal  could  bring  early  end  to  ‘75’  trials

The  long-awaited  trial  of  Athens  75 
defendant  and  University  government 


instructor  Ron  Hunt  came  to  an  end 
before  it  began  this  morning. 

In  fact,  the  unexpected  turnabout 
on  the  parts  of  both  Hunt  and  the 
University  may  signal  negotiated 


settlements  of  the  remaining  71  cases. 

Under  a  compromise  agreed  upon 
by  attorneys  for  the  defense  and 
prosecution  early  this  week,  Hunt  will 
plead  guilty  to  a  state  charge  of 


trespassing. 

In  return  for  the  plea,  prosecuting 
attorney  for  the  case,  Gerald  Mollica 
said  yesterday  the  charges  of  the 
stringent  Ohio  House  Bill  1219  will  be

Filmmaker  perplexed  by  black  response

“So  here  I  am  with  four  films  on 
the  roots  of  the  black  experience  on  a 
campus  with  a  potential  black 
audience  of  almost  1200,  and  how 
many  do  I  draw  with  my  presentation? 
Six.  Out  of  an  audience  of  three 
hundred,  six  were  black.” 

Eliot  Elisofon,  who  is  white,  is  also 
a  noted  filmmaker,  painter,  and 
authority  on  African  art  and  culture. 
He  was  understandably  puzzled  by  the 
lack  of  black  student  response  to  his 
four-part  film  and  lecture  series  this 
week  at  Siegfred  Auditorium. 

“I  don’t  want  to  sound  like  I’m 
complaining,”  said  Elisofon,  “but  I 
don’t  understand  why  they’re  not 
showing  up.  I  know  some  of  them 
have  classes--but  what  about  the 
others?  Haven’t  they  had  any  interest 
in  the  culture  from  whence  they 
came?” 

Elisofon’s  lecture  stint,  which  began 


Monday  and  continues  through 
Thursday  of  this  week,  is  jointly 
sponsored  by  the  School  of  Art,  the 
African  Studies  Program,  and  the 
Kennedy  Lecture  series. 

Included  in  the  twice-daily 
presentations  is  a  four-part  film 
produced  by  Elisofon.  Entitled  “Black 
African  Heritage,”  the  series  (narrated 
by  prominent  black  Americans) 
depicts  the  history,  traditions  and 
culture  of  Africa. 

Elisofon  points  out,  “these  filQis 
were  made  for  America,”  and  not  just 
the  black  community.  In  fact,  when 
the  Westinghouse  television  network 
ran  the  series  recently,  it  was 
estimated  that  40  million  people  saw 
at  least  one  of  the  films. 

His  passion  for  the  dark  continent 
started  early  in  his  life.  “As  a  kid,  I 
read  every  book  on  Africa  I  could 
find.” 

He  first  visited  Africa  as  a  WWII 
correspondent  for  Life  magazine. 


“I  talked  them  into  letting  me  drive 
a  war  surplus  ambulance--this  was 
1947-from  Capetown  to  Cairo.  It 
took  six  months,  shooting  pictures  and 
doing  stories.” 

The  result  was  a  book  called  “The 
Nile,”  followed  in  1958  by  “The 
Sculpture  of  Africa,”  the  biggest 
volume  ever  compiled  on  the  subject. 
He  also  produced  a  four-hour  special 
called  “Africa”  presented  by  ABC -TV 
in  1967.  Elisofon’s  interest  in 
documentary  film  was  prompted,  at 
least  indirectly,  by  Humphrey  Bogart’s 
classic  motion  picture,  “The  African 
Queen.” 

“I  was  experimenting  with  colors, 
changing  filters,  all  kinds  of  arbitrary 
things,  and  John  Huston  (the  director) 
asked  me  if  I  could  do  the  same  thing 
in  a  movie.” 

The  following  year  Huston  called  in 
Elisofon  to  do  the  color  work  on 
‘Moulin  Rouge’,  which  was  notable,  if 
for  no  other  reason,  for  its  visual 
reconstruction  of  the  art  styles  of 
Henri  Toulouse-Lautrec. 


“Being  a  photographer  for  Life  gave 
you  an  unlimited  license,”  said 
Elisofon.  “Certianly  it  was  one  of  the 
most  romantic  occupations  in  the 
world.  We  went  anywhere,  did 
anything.  Not  even  Hollywood  could 
persuade  me  to  give  that  up.” 

He  is  also  one  of  the  first  serious 
aestheticians  of  African  art. 

“It  is  a  brand  new  subject,” 
Elisofon  said.  “This  week  in 
Columbus,  for  example,  the  Gallery  of 
Fine  Arts  has  an  exhibition  of  one  of 
the  world’s  greatest  collections  of 
African  art.”  * 

He  will  be  a  speaker  at  that 
exhibition  Thursday  night. 

“The  black  revolution,  and  its  roots 
in  African  culture,  is  important  to  all 
of  us,”  Elisofon  said.  “Americans  have 
been  given  very  little  exposure  to 
African  culture.  What  they’ve  seen 
mostly  are  Tarzan  movies  and  white 
hunters  shooting  elephants.” 

Two  presentations  of  Elisofon’s 
films  remain  today  at  3  p.m.  and 
tomorrow  at  8  p.m.  Admission  is  free. 


eliminated. 

The  most  significant  change  in  the 
position  of  the  prosecution  is, 
according  to  Mollica,  that  University 
President  Claude  R.  Sowle  will  not 
require  Hunt  to  withdraw  from 
teaching  for  a  quarter. 

Instead,  Hunt  will  be  formally 
reprimanded.  His  job  will  in  no  way  be 
jeopardized  under  the  agreement, 
Mollica  said. 

Sowle  could  not  be  reached  for 
comment  on  the  deal  to  drop  the  1219 
charges. 

A  person  convicted  under  the 
controversial  provisions  of  1219  would 
face  a  maximum  fine  of  $100  and  30 
days  in  jail,  and  would  be  suspended 
from  all  state  universities  for  a  year. 
Trustee  approval  would  be  required 
then  for  readmittance. 

Conviction  under  the  state 
trespassing  statute  only  carries  the 
$100  fine  and  30-day  jail  sentence. 

Sources  report  reaction  of  other 
Athens  75  defendants  to  the 
agreement  was  favorable. 

Defense  attorney  Tony  Walsh 
attended  a  meeting  last  night  of 
defendants  and  legal  counsel,  but 
would  not  comment  on  the  decision  to 
enter  a  plea  of  guilty  to  state 
trespassing. 

Hunt  also  had  been  counseled  by  his 
attorneys  not  to  comment  on  his 
decision  to  accept  the  compromise. 

The  influence  of  the  compromise 
upon  the  trials  of  the  remaining 
defendants,  however,  remains  in 
doubt. 

Mollica  emphasized  yesterday  that 
the  arrangement  applied  only  to  Hunt 
without  commitment  to  other 
individuals.  He  said  he  could  not  deal 
with  the  cases  on  a  group  basis. 

Sources  have  indicated  that  the 
student  defendants  will  be  treated 


similarly  if  they  plead  guilty  to  the 
state  trespassing  charge. 

Reportedly,  they  would  not  have  to 
withdraw  from  the  University  for  any 
amount  of  time,  but  would  be  placed 
on  strict  disciplinary  probation  for  the 
remainder  of  the  academic  year. 

Strict  disciplinary  probation 
involves  entry  of  the  conviction  on  a 
student’s  permanent  record  and 
subjects  him  to  possible  explusion  for 
violation  of  any  University  regulation 
during  the  probationary  period. 

A  previous  offer  to  Athens  75 
defendants  to  plead  guilty  to  reduced 
charges  had  been  vociferously  rejected, 
because  it  required  withdrawal  from 
the  University  for  one  quarter. 

Mollica  emphasized  that  initiative 
for  the  new  deal  came  from  the 
defense. 

Although  Mollica  would  not 
speculate  on  the  sentence  Hunt  would 
receive  after  entering  the  plea  it  is 
likely  to  be  more  harsh  than  that  dealt 
out  to  a  student  who  enters  the  same 
plea. 

Based  on  the  conviction  of  Athens 
75  defendant  Helen  Schwartz  under 
the  state  trespassing  statute,  the 
students  will  probably  draw  a  $50  fine 
and  5  days  in  jail. 

Although  the  principals  in  the  case 
were  close-mouthed  until  resolution  of 
the  situation  in  court  this  morning, 
University  Judiciaries  Director  John 
Burns  commented  on  the  significance 
of  the  sudden  compromise  in  the 
positions  of  Hunt  and  the  University. 

Burns  noted  that  both  the 
University  as  well  as  Hunt  had  stood 
behind  its  beliefs. 

“The  University  has  stood  strong  on 
not  permitting  demonstrations  in 
campus  buildings.  Ron  has  stood  firm 
on  the  concept  of  civil  disobedience  as 
protest  against  the  war,”  he  said. 


Ellsberg  to  speak  tonight 


Daniel  Ellsberg,  currently  under 
indictment  as  a  central  figure  in  the 
release  of  the  Pentagon  Papers  to  The 
New  York  Times  nearly  16  months 
ago,  is  scheduled  to  speak  at  8:15 
tonight  in  the  Convocation  Center. 

The  address,  sponsored  by  the 
Kennedy  Lecture  Series,  is  open  to  the 
public. 

Ellsberg,  41,  is  currently  awaiting 
the  resumption  of  his  trial,  which  is  at 
a  standstill  awaiting  Supreme  Court 
rulings. 


During  the  interim  Ellsberg  has 
produced  a  book,  “Papers  on  the 
War,”  in  which  he  fully  acknowledged 
the  risk  of  releasing  secret  documents 
and  declared  he  would  “be  willing  to 
risk  20  years  in  jail.” 

Employed  by  the  Rand  Corp.  in 
1967,  Ellsberg  worked  on  former 
Defense  Secretary  Robert  McNamara’s 
study  of  U.S.  decision-making  in 
Vietnam.  The  set  of  documents 
produced  in  this  study  became  known 
as  the  Pentagon  Papers. 


County  prosecutor  position  attracts  contrasts:

Second  in  a  series  examining  the  campaigns  of  candidates  of  county  offices. 

Both  Lawrence  Grey  and  Michael  Nolan  wear  wire  rim  glasses,  both  are 
lawyers  in  Athens  County  and  both  are  running  for  county  prosecutor.  That  is 
where  most  of  their  similarities  end. 

Nolan  (R)  is  an  Athens  County  boy  who  grew  up  near  the  Hocking  River  and 
worked  his  way  through  the  county  schools  and  went  to  Ohio  University  before 
attending  law  school  at  Ohio  Northern.  Grey  (D)  however  is  from  Cleveland, 
attended  Catholic  schools  and  at  one  time  considered  becoming  a  priest.  Grey 
also  attended  the  University  before  enrolling  in  law  school  at  Cleveland-Marshall. 

The  issue  of  Grey’s  out-of-county  origins  has  been  soft-peddled  by  Nolan  in 
the  fall  campaign.  Nolan  has  attempted  to  bill  himself  as  the  hometown  boy  in 
order  to  add  more  validity  to  his  claim  for  the  prosecutor’s  office.  A  closer 
examination  of  Nolan’s  residence,  however,  indicates  that  he  is  as  much  a 
carpetbagger  to  the  county  as  Grey. 

Nolan  has  worked  in  Columbus  as  an  assistant  attorney  general.  Grey  has 
worked  in  Washington  D.C.  for  the  Justice  Department.  Nolan  currently 
maintains  a  law  office  in  Nelsonville,  but  only  within  the  last  two  years  has  he 
become  directly  involved  in  the  legal  affairs  of  any  county  municipality. 

For  the  past  22  months  Nolan  has  served  as  an  assistant  city  solicitor  under 
attorney  Gerald  Mollica.  In  this  position  Nolan  has  been  able  to  exercise  his  legal 
wit  and  in  his  words,  he  has  “prosecuted  everyday.” 

Nolan  entered  the  May  primary  as  a  write-in  candidate  because  he  was  not 
living  in  the  county  when  he  had  to  file  as  a  regular  candidate.  To  secure  a 
write-in  slot  Nolan  moved  to  an  apartment  in  Nelsonville  and  left  his  home  in 


Hocking  County. 

Nolan  has  been  groomed  for  the  prosecutor’s  office  by  present  prosecutor, 
ClaireBall  (R).  Early  last  year  Ball  was  able  to  secure  federal  funds  to  expand  his 
office,  and  he  asked  Nolan  to  join  him  as  assistant  county  prosecutor.  Because  of 
his  role  in  the  city  and  county  positions,  Nolan  has  been  able  to  prosecute  cases 
on  both  the  municipal  and  county  level. 

Grey,  it  seems,  hs  the  underdog  position  in  the  race  as  he  lacks  Nolan’s 
prosecuting  experience.  Grey,  however,  maintains  that  his  experience  as  defense 
counsel  in  many  trials  will  aid  him  in  the  prosecutor’s  office  since  the  prosecutor 
must  be  aware  of  defense  tactics. 

- analysis - 

Grey  returned  to  Athens  last  fall  after  serving  as  a  legal  aid  attorney  in 
Cleveland  to  join  in  practice  with  Athens  attorney  John  Newcomb.  Since  his 
return  Grey  has  been  active  in  county  affairs  and  the  local  Democratic  party 
organization.  In  addition  to  his  primary  race  last  spring,  Grey  ran  as  an  alternate 
to  the  Democratic  Convention  pledged  to  Sen.  George  McGovern. 

On  the  county  level  Grey  has  been  working  through  the  Athens  County  Bar 
Assn,  to  open  a  public  defender’s  office. 

According  to  Grey,  the  office  would  give  county  residents  legal  advice  and 
counsel. 

In  a  random  sample  both  Grey  and  Nolan  had  a  high  visibility  rating  among 
students.  Nolan  has  recently  attracted  attention  as  a  prosecuting  attorney  in  the 
Athens  75  trials.  Grey,  has  attracted  attention  by  his  efforts  to  encourage  local 
student  registration. 


Nolan  and  Grey 

Grey,  like  most  other  Democratic  candidates,  has  a  great  interest  in  the 
student  vote.  His  interest  in  fattening  the  county  voting  rolls  with  students  was 
done  with  his  and  his  party’s  interests  in  mind.  Although  Grey’s  efforts  to 
remove  certain  questions  from  the  voter  registration  application  were 
unsuccessful,  he  was  able  to  bring  more  attention  to, -the  campaign  to  register 
students  in  the  county. 

Nolan  did  not  actively  encourage  students  to  vote  in  Athens  County,  and  has 
said  that  students  should  vote  where  their  interest  is,  which  he  feels  is  where 
their  parents  live.  Because  Nolan  did  not  triumph  for  the  cause  of  student 
registration  and  has  dutifully  prosecuted  many  students  in  Athens  courts,  it  is 
doubtful  he  can  expect  large-scale  student  voter  support. 

In  the  primary  both  Grey  and  Nolan  ran  unopposed,  but  Nolan  ran  as  a 
write-in  candidate.  Although  these  returns  may  not  reflect  an  accurate  picture  of 
voter  preference  due  to  Nolan’s  write-in  candidacy  and  both  candidate’s 
unopposed  status,  two  voter  trends  do  appear. . 

Grey  had  strong  support  in  the  student  dominated  precincts  in  the  primary.  In 
non-students  precincts  his  support  lessened,  but  not  dramatically. 

The  prosecutor’s  race  has  rarely  been  a  competitive  one  in  recent  years.  And 
there  is  one  thing  which  should  be  remembered  about  this  office.  It  is  a  spring 
board  which  many  lawyers  use  to  valut  themselves  to  higher  county  or  state 
positions. 

It  can  reasonably  be  said  that  the  man  who  holds  this  office  and  applies  the 
laws  of  the  state,  could  one  day  easily  find  himself  making  the  laws  for  other 
prosecutors  to  apply. 

Next,  an  examination  of  the  sheriffs  race  between  incumbent  Harold  Shields  (R) 
and  Paul  Brown  (D).

End  of  debacle 


Five  months  after  the  sit-in  at  Lindley  Hall,  the 
controversy,  confusion  and  indecision  surrounding 
the  Athens  77  affair  appears  to  be  over.  The  legal 
proceedings  have  been  broken  wide  open  by  the 
apparent  willingness  of  the  defendants  to  accept  a 
deal  offered  by  the  prosecution. 

The  key  defendant  among  the  75  is  and  has 
been  government  instructor  Ronald  Hunt. 
Although  there  has  been  no  indication  that  Hunt 
played  a  leadership  role  in  the  demonstration  at 
ROTC  headquarters,  his  position  as  a  faculty 
member  has  caused  him  to  be  singled  out  as  a 
leader  nevertheless. 

But  now  the  prosecution  has  dropped  its 
insistence  on  a  different  penalty  for  Hunt  and  it 
appears  he  will  accept  the  deal.  Hunt  will  plead 
guilty  to  state  trespassing  charges,  the  charges 
against  him  under  HB  1219  will  be  avoided  and  he 
will  not  have  to  withdraw  from  his  position  with 
the  University. 

Though  the  deal  now  applies  only  to  Hunt  and 
will  be  applied  to  other  defendants  only  on  a  case 
by  case  basis,  this  wouldappear  to  be  the  turning 
point. 

Undoubtedly  the  acceptance  of  deals  to  avoid 
HB  1219  represents  a  compromise  of  the  ends  to 
which  the  defendants  pledged  themselves.  Any 
compromise  in  this  situation,  no  matter  how 
practical  it  may  be,  will  inevitably  be  viewed  as 
forsaking  protest  against  the  Vietnam  War  in  favor 
of  saving  one’s  own  skin.  It  also  represents 

Sopors  out 

It’s  great  to  be  drunk,  and  it’s  greater  to  be 
“soaped  out,”  and  when  you  combine  the  two, 
well  even  better  or  so  the  myth  goes.  The  truth  is 
that  when  you  mix  the  two  you’re  playing  with 
death,  and  that  final  result  is  of  course  between 
you  and  your  body. 

The  clinical  use  for  sopors  is  one  of  a  muscle 
relaxer.  On  the  street  they  are  used  for  a  high,  or 
as  the  case  may  be  a  low.  The  main  problem  with 
sopors  on  the  street  is  thespeculation  that  if  one 
made  you  feel  like  this,  well  what  will  two  or  three 
do.  At  some  point  along  the  line  of  sopor 
experimentation  the  user  reaches  his  tolerance 
level.  At  best  sleep  will  overcome  the  user,  and  at 
worst  the  muscles  of  the  heart  and  respiratory 
system  will  be  relaxed  to  such  an  extent  that  they 
no  longer  function. 

The  sopors  which  The  Post  recently  had 
analyzed  where  found  to  contain  phencyclidine, 
PCP,  an  animal  tranquilizer.  But  what  is  good  for 
animals,  is  not  always  good  for  humans,  and  PCP 
ulcerates  the  stomach  lining.  The  Post  has  received 
unofficial  reports  from  Hudson  Health  Center  that 


abandonment  of  a  unified  assault  upon  the 
provisions  of  HB  1219. 

But  it  would  be  grossly  unfair  to  mock  the 
defendants  foracceptingthe  deals.  To  do  so  would 
be  to  disregard  how  difficult  it  is  to  face  stiff 
penalties  on  behalf  of  a  cause  that  is  distant  and 
seemingly  without  evident  public  support. 

It  would  also  be  unfair  to  forget  how  the 
defendants  got  into  a  position  in  which  they  face 
prosecution  under  a  repressive  law  they  can  escape 
only  be  abandoning  their  purpose. 

Right  or  wrong,  the  University  felt  it  had  to 
clear  Lindley  Hall.  But  its  decision  to  go  beyond 
that,  however,  by  slapping  the  non-violent 
demonstrators  with  HB  1219  set  up  a  situation 
that  turned  out  to  be  as  unworkable  for  the 
prosecution  as  for  the  defendants.  Ron  Hunt  and 
the  other  defendants  should  notoe  mocked.  It  is 
the  administration  who  should  be  questioned  for 
originally  using  an  obviously  repressive  and 
discriminatory  law. 

Accepting  the  deals  offered  them  may  be  the 
only  practical  alternative  facing  the  defendants, 
but  the  exercise  of  a  practical  alternative  by  the 
administration  five  months  ago  could  have 
prevented  the  debacle  that  has  ensued. 

As  the  dust  settles  it  is  now  clear  that  the 
University  administration  has  something  yet  to 
learn  about  handling  situations  such  as  the  sit-ins 
at  Lindley  Hall. 


a  few  students  have  been  treated  for  vomiting  and 
severe  abdominal  cramps  after  popping  a  few  of 
the  sopors  which  have  flooded  the  Athens  area. 

On  visual  examination  of  some  of  the  sopors  we 
noticed  that  the  orange  capsules  contained  in 
addition  to  the  white  powder,  animal  hairs.  What 
other  adulterations  which  could  have  been  added 
to  this  home  brewed  batch  has  not  been  identified. 

There  is  one  other  popular  myth  which 
surrounds  the  sopors.  It  has  been  claimed  that 
sopors  are  being  distributed  in  mass  to  keep  the 
kids  quiet  and  to  keep  the  level  of  protest  against 
the  government  at  a  minimum.  This  is  illogical. 

Dealers,  like  other  merchants,  operate  on  a 
supply  and  demand  basis.  As  long  as  there  is  a 
demand  for  sopors,  area  dealers  will  continue  to 
find  sources  to  supply  their  willing  buyers. 

Two  years;  ago  Ohio  Attorney  General  William 
Brown  issued  a  warning  about  the  use  of  sopors 
after  six  people  died  while  ‘soaped  out.’  He  was 
not  lying  in  order  to  crush  part  of  the  drug 
market.

The  Wallace  vote 


Among  some  political 
observers  it  has  become  a  sport 
to  poor-mouth  George 
McGovern  as  a  presidential 
candidate.  His  failings,  it  is  said, 
have  cost  the  Democrats  what 
should  have  been  a  good  if  not 
favored  position  in  1972. 

That  argument  seems  less 
persuasive  when  one  compares 
the  latest  gallup  poll  with  the 
figures  at  this  point  in  the  1968 
campaign.  Here  is  the  current 
result,  just  published: 

Nixon  60 
McGovern  34 
other  &  undecided  6 
These  were  the  figures 
reported  by  Gallup  at  this  time 
four  years  ago: 

Nixon  43 
Humphrey  31 
Wallace  20 
other  &  undecided  6 
The  big  difference  is  George 
Wallace.  There  are  always  many 
factors  in  poltical  choice,  but 
that  is  the  one  that  leaps  out  of 
the  comparative  figures:  the 
Little  Judge  from  Alabama  is 
not  running  in  1972. 
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preference  indicate  that  Wallace 
could  do  as  well  in  this  election 
as  the  last  if  he  were  on  the 
ballot.  Most  important,  with 
Wallace  out,  80  per  cent  on  his 
supporters  go  for  Nixon-and 
would  have  gone  that  way  last 
time. 

If  you  take  the  1968  Wallace 
support  and  distribute  80  per 
cent  to  Nixon,  you  find  that  the 
1968  Gallup  table  would  look 
very  much  like  today’s.  In  short, 
George  McGovern  is  attracting 
about  as  many  votes  as  Hubert 
Humphrey-although  he  is 
running  against  an  incumbent 
President  who  has  totally 
committed  the  resources  of  the 
White  House  to  politics. 

But  of  course  McGovern  has 
to  do  better  than  Humphrey;  to 
win,  he  almost  certainly  has  to 
take  a  good  part  of  the  Wallace 
vote.  Back  in  the  primary  period 
his  strategists  argued  that  he 
could.  Wallace  supporters  were 
alienated  people  ready  for 
change  in  America,  they  said; 
what  was  needed  was  a  New 
Populism  to  bring  them  along 
with  traditional  liberals. 
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Editor's  note:  University  Day 
is  Friday,  Oct.  20  and  not  today 
as  listed  in  the  Office  of 
Organizational  Activities 
calendar  in  Monday's  Post.

University  Day,  October  20,  is 
only  two  days  away  Here  are 
answers  to  some  of  the  most 
frequently  asked  questions 
about  it: 

What  is  the  purpose  of 
University  Day?  One  day  is  set 
aside  each  quarter  for  the 
explicit  purpose  of  improving 
communication  within  thy 
University  community  and 
exploring  new  approaches  to 
teaching  and  learning.  Previous 
University  Days  have  featured 
Black  Awareness,  Political 
Awareness,  Spring  Celebration, 
Simulation  and  Serious  Games 
and  a  Role  Reversal. 

What  is  a  Role  Reversal?  Fall 
Quarter  University  Day  is  a 
repeat  of  last  Winter’s  Role 
Reversal  Day.  The  day  will  allow 
students,  faculty  staff  and 
others  the  options  of  trading 
places  and  following  each  other 
around.  By  walking  in  each 
other’s  shoes,  it  is  hoped  a 
greater  understanding  of  the 
roles  people  play  in  our 
community  will  result. 

Anyone  may  initiate  an 
exchange.  A  student  may  wish 
to  invite  a  local  businessman  to 
join  him  in  attending  classes;  a 
businessman  may  wish  to  invite 
a  student  to  observe  how  his 
business  works.  A  faculty 
member  may  have  a  student 
teach  his  classes  while  he 
becomes  a  student  for  the  day. 
A  University  administrator  may 
wish  to  join  a  food  service 
person  or  a  University  carpenter 
for  a  morning  and  reverse  their 
locations  in  he  afternoon. 
Infinite  combinations  are 
possible.  If  you  wish  to  have 
someone  help  you  establish  an 
exchange,  calT University  College 
594-4634. 

Will  classes  be  cancelled?  No, 
business  of  the  University  will  go 
on  as  usual.  With  the  exception 
of  the  role  exchanges,  we  wish 
to  maintain  a  resemblance  to 
normalcy. 

Vhy  was  the  date  changed? 
University  Day  was  originally 
scheduled  for  Wednesday 
October  18.  The  date  was 
changed  to  Friday,  October  20th 
to  accomodate  alumni  and 
parents  who  might  wish  to  arrive 


a  day  early  for  Homecoming  to 
participate  in  Role  Reversal. 
Yes,  parents  are  invited. 

How  can  I  participate?  Ask 
yourself,  “What  kinds  of  jobs 
would  I  like  to  know  more 
about?”  Then  call  up  the 
appropriate  office,  (or  person  if 
you  know  their  name)  and  ask  if 
they  would  like  to  participate 
with  you  in  University  Day. 
Then,  together,  you  work  it  out.

Probably  the  theory  was 
romaritic  all  along.  The  people 
who  tell  poll-takers  that  they 
like  Wallace  are  very  often 
disaffected  from  the  system,  it  is 
true;  they  condemn  politicians 
of  both  major  parties.  But  they 
are  culturally  conservative.  They 
tend  to  be  for  the  war,  against 
welfare  and  social  reform  and 
trendy  life  styles. 

The  one  area  in  which  the 
Wallace  people  are  most  strongly 
for  change  is  the  economy  and 
taxation.  They  and  indeed  a 
majority  of  all  voters  regard  the 
American  tax  system  as  unfair. 
That  should  have  been  an  issue 
overwhelmingly  helpful  to 
McGovern,  for  he  was 
committed  to  sweeping 
reform.  What  went  wrong? 

McGovern  has  simply 
dramatized  the  grotesque 
inequities  that  enable  the  rich  in 
America  to  get  richer  at  public 
expense.  He  has  failed  to 
capitalize  on  the  pervasive 
resentment  of  our  tax  system. 
By  careless  thinking  of  his  own 
and  bad  staff  work  he  seemed  to 
focus  attention  instead  on  the 
welfare  problem,  where,  to  put 
it  bluntly,  there  were  no  votes  to 
be  won. 

In  the  depth  opinion  surveys, 
people  say  that  Nixon  likes  the 
rich  and  McGovern  the  poor. 
When  Wallace  supporters  and 
blue-collar  workers  generally 
face  the  choice  in  those  terms, 
one  opinion  analyst  $ays,  “They 
would  rather  identify  with 
successful  executives  or  money 
men  than  with  what  they 
consider  the  shiftless  poor.” 

The  failure  on  that  score  has 
been  amplified  by  personality. 
George  McGovern  has  come 
through  as  “soft,”  when  Wallace 
voters  were  likely  to  be  open  to 
persuasion  only  by  a  reformist 
candidate  who  seemed  tough. 
Probably  only  a  Kennedy  kind 
of  figure  could  have  done  it: 
perhaps  only  a  Kennedy. 

My  own  guess  is  that  the 
election  will  be  much  closer  than 
the  polls  now  indicate.  But  in 


any  case  it  is  certainly  in  the 
interest  of  liberal-minded 
people-those  who  worry  about 
wire  tapping  and  economic 
inequality  and  American 
destruction  of  Southeast  Asia-to 
prevent  a  landslide  that  could  be 
taken  as  a  right-wing  mandate.

Human  rights

Italians  victims  of  own 


democracy 
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ROME 

The  military  sentries  outside 
Montecitorio  Palace,  a  huge 
structure  with  a  convex  Baroque 
facade  and  a  motley  history, 
snap  to  attention  some  1200 
times  on  most  days  from 
October  to  July-every  time  one 
of  the  630  onorevoli,  or 
honorable  members,  enters  or 
leaves  the  Chamber  of  Deputies. 

Five  blocks  across  downtown 
Rome,  other  soldiers  render 
military  honors  to  the  322 
senators  when  they  attend 
sessions  of  the  upper  house  in 
the  Palazzo  Madama,  a 
magnificent  Renaissance 
building  named  after  a 
16th-century  tenant,  Madama 
Margareta,  an  illegitimate 
daughter  of  Emperor  Charles  V. 

The  sentries  salute  Giovanni 
Gronchi,  the  peppery 
85-year-old  Tuscan  who  as 
president  from  1955  to  1962  is  a 
senator  for  life,  with  the  same 
flourish  as  for  Giuseppa 


Mendola,  a  26-year-old  college 
graduate  and  leader  of  the 
Communist  women  of  Syracuse 
Sicily,  who  has  been  a  deputy 
since  the  ~'*Hiamentary 

elections  in  May. 

Gronchi,  the  Sicilian 
Communist  and  the  950  other 
ovorevoli  constitute  the  political 
establishment  of  a  country  of 
54  million  people  that  since 
Fascism  fell  at  the  end  of  World 
War  II  has  developed  a 
parliamentary  system  quite 
distinct  from  Britain’s  or 
France’s  but  surely  no  less 
democratic. 

The  oratory  in  the  legislature 
is  often  long-winded--deputies 
and  senators  are  more  envied  for 
the  perquisites  of  their  jobs  and 
their  presumed  power  to 
dispense  patronage  than  admired 
for  principled  work. 

The  Chamber  ofDeputies and 
Senate  go  about  their  legislative 
business  with  maddening 
slowness.  For  example,  a  bill  on 


how  to  spend  a  $400-million 
loan  raised  by  an  international 
consortium  to  save  Venice  from 
sinking  further  has  been  stalled 
for  18  months. 

The  parliament  lacks 
leadership  and  inspiring 
personalities,  and  decisions  are 
often  made  in  secret  deals 
between  party  leaders, 

power-brokers  in  big  business 
and  big  labor,  as  well  as  discreet 
Vatican  prelates. 

Yet  even  the  extreme  left  and 
the  extreme  right,  except  small 
finges,  profess  to  accept  the 
rules  of  the  parliamentary  game. 
And  with  all  the  cynical 
maneuvers  in  the  corridors  of 
the  Palazzo  Montecitorio  and 
the  Palazzo  Madama  and  the 
behind-the-scenes  intrigues,  the 
frustration  of  many  lawmakers 
and  the  plots  of  tiny  terrorist 
networks,  Italy  is  the  only 
nation  in  Southern  Europe  with 
a  functioning  democracy. 

The  Chanber  and  Senate  are 


the  country’s  pillars.  Many  of 
their  traditions  and  practices  can 
be  traced  to  the  parliament  of 
Piedmont,  the  Northern  cradle 
of  Italian  unification  in  the  19th 
century. 

“I  have  no  confidence  in 

dictatorships,”  the  leading 
statesman  of  the  Turin 

Assembly,  Cavour,  wrote  112 
years  ago.  “I  believe  that  one 
can  do  many  things  with  a 
parliament  that  would  be 

impossible  to  an  absolute  power. 
The  parliamentary  road  is 
longer,  but  it  is  safer.” 

Italy  after  Fascism  has  not  yet 
produced  another  Cavour.  Most 
members  of  parliament  are 
undistinguished,  and  only  the 
names  of  a  handful  are 
household  words. 

Few  Italians  know  the  name 
of  their  deputy  or  senator.  The 
multiparty  electoral  system  of 
proportional  representation 
presents  the  voter  every  five 
years-unless  parliament  is 


dissolved  prematurely,  as  it  was 
early  this  year--with  a  choice  of 
tickets  offered  by  the  eight 
major  and  scores  of  minor 
parties. 

Millions  of  Italians  vote  for  an 
obscure  candidate  in  their 
constituency  because  they  liked 
the  way  his  party’s  national 
leader  looked  on  television. 

Prominent  politicians  run  for 
parliament  in  up  to  three 
constituencies,  which  are  often 
far  distant  from  one  another, 
such  as  Milan,  Rome  and 
Palermo.  If  they  are  elected  in 
all  three,  they  pick  one,  maybe 
Rome,  and  leave  the  two  other 
seats  for  some  lesser-known 
candidate  on  their  ticket. 

National  legislators  carry  an 
oval  metal  badge  entitling  them 
to  free  railroad  rides.  They  also 
have  mail  privileges,  often  get 
free  tickets  to  movies  and  soccer 
games  and  are  paid  an  average  of 
$  1300  a  month  after  taxes. 

However,  the  249Communist 
deputies  and  senators  turn  over 
about  half  of  their  parliamentary 
salaries  as  “voluntary” 
contributions  to  the  party’s 
treasury.  Other  political  groups 
also  tax  the  salaries  of 
representatives  in  both  chambers 
in  various  ways,  though  none  so 
heavily  as  the  Communist  Party 
does. 

The  overwhelming  majority  of 
deputies  and  senators  follow 
strictly  the  orders  of  their 
parties’  floor  whips  when  they 
vote.  There  are  only  a  few 
mavericks  in  parliament- 
including  seven  lifetime 
senators--and  even  fewer 
members  who,  though  belonging 
to  a  party,  openly  dare  to  defy 
orders. 

Much  legislative  work  is  done 
in  committees,  which  discuss 
and  vote  on  bills,  and  are  little 
publicized  ideological 
adversaries,  mostly  Communists 
and  Roman  Catholics,  often 
work  harmoniously  in  the 
committees. 

The  parliament  frequently 
resembles  a  voting  machine, 
functioning  according  to 
commands  from  the 
headquarters  of  the  eight  major 
parties  represented  in  it.  They 
are,  from  left  to  right,  the 
Communists,  Socialists,  Social 


Chou  says  Lin  Piao’s  plan  to  flee  China 
ended  in  fatal  plane  crash  in  Mongolia 


Lin  Piao,  China’s  disgraced 
foreign  minister  who  fled  the 
country  when  his  plot  to 
assassinate  Mao  Tse-Tung  was 
uncovered,  was  burned  to  death 
when  the  private  plane  secretly 
ordered  by  his  son  for  the  escape 
crashed  in  Monogolia  enroute  to 
Russia. 

This  is  the  official  version  of 
Lin’s  death  as  disclosed  by 
Premier  Chou  En-Lai  in  an 
interview  with  William  B. 
Dickinson,  editor  of  the 
Philadelphia  Bulletin,  and  other 
members  of  the  American 
Society  of  Newspaper  Editors 
who  are  touring  China.  Ttje 
dispatch  appeared  in  the  Bulletin 
Wednesday. 

In  one  segment  of  the 
3V4-hour  interview  last  weekend, 
Chou  gave  a  detailed  outline  of 
Lin’s  fate,  beginning  with  the 
1969  Ninth  National  Party 
Congress  that  named  him  as 
Mao’s  successor,  on  to  his 
doomed  plan  to  become  China’s 


sole  ruler,  and  ending  in  the 
September,  1971,  plane  crash 
that  killed  him  and  eight  of  his 
coconspirators.  That  segment  of 
the  interview  was  held  up  until 
the  official  transcript  was 
available. 

Chou  said  that  when  Chinese 
officials  learned  that  a  plane,  a 
British  Trident,  had  been 
secretly  ordered  by  Lin’s  son, 
“We  issued  an  order  prohibiting 
all  planes  from  taking  off.  That 
order  was  very  effective,  and 
throughout  the  country  planes 
remained  grounded.... as  soon  as 
he  secretly  ordered  an  airplane, 
the  move  was  reported  because 
it  was  not  in  accordance  with 
our  country’s  normal 
procedures.” 

Chou  said  Lin’s  plane  took  off 
from  Peitaiho,  a  shore  resort 
about  175  miles  east  of  Peking. 
(“Don’t  you  know  that?”  he 
asked  his  American  interviewers. 
“Every  Chinese  knows  that.”) 
Here  is  Chou’s  account  of  the 


crash  that  killed  Lin: 

“Only  one  plane  left  the 
country,  and  that  was  a  British 
Trident.  Mongolia  can  testify  to 
this.  When  the  plane  got  there  it 
failed  to  spot  the  runway  of  the 
airport  and  its  fuel  was  nearly 
exhausted  so  it  had  to  try  a 
forced  landing.  It  slid  over  a 
distance  on  the  ground  leaving 
behind  very  clear  marks.  When 
the  plane  landed,  one  of  its 
wings  first  touched  the  ground 
and  caught  fire  and  all  the  nine 
persons  on  board  were  burned  to 
death. 

“The  Mongolian  government 
informed  our  embassy  and  on 
the  second  day  after  the 
incident,  our  people  went  to  the 
spot  and  were  allowed  to  take 
•photos  and  bury  the  bodies.  The 
news  was  later  carried  by 
American  and  Japanese 
newspapers  and  it  only  then 
caught  the  attention  of  thy 
Soviet  Union.” 

Chou  was  asked  how  he  was 


certain  Lin  was  among  the  dead. 

“Our  embassy  people  were 
accompanied  to  the  spot  by 
officials  from  the  Mongolian 
Foreign  Ministry  and  they  took 
photos  there..  Although  the  bodies 
were  burned,  they  were  not 
completely  destroyed  and  it  was 
still  possible  to  identify  them.” 

Since  Lin  at  the  time  was  still 
China’s  defense  minister,  why 
could  he  not  have  openly 
ordered  an  airplane? 

“Indeed  he  had  the  right  to 
order  planes.  But  that  plane  (the 
British  Trident)  was  secretly 
ordered  by  his  son,”  Chou  said. 
He  did  not  identify  the  son  and 
made  no  mention  of  either  his 
fate  or  that  of  Lin’s  wife. 

Chou  said  that  although  Lin 
was  officially  named  as  Mao’s 
successor  at  the  party  congress, 
“his  mind  was  not  at  ease.  He 
knew  that  he  could  not  really 
become  the  successor  so  he 
engaged  in  conspiracy.  Lin  Piao 
relied  solely  on  a  small  handful 


of  sworn  conspirators.” 

Chou  said  all  of  China  knows 
about  the  Lin  conspiracy.  “Now 
the  entire  Chinese  people  know 
about  this  matter.  All  ordinary 
citizens  and  even  children  know 
about  it.” 

The  Premier  said  once  the 
order  for  the  private  plane  had 
been  discovered,  “We  actually 
did  not  at  all  think  of  arresting 
him.  We  only  wished  to  know 
what  he  wanted  that  plane  for. 
Therefore,  we  say  that  while  it 
was  inevitable  that  his 
conspiracy  would  fail,  there  was' 
an  accidental  element  in  his 
flight  abroad  and  subsequent 
death.” 

One  of  Chou’s  interviewers 
began  to  ask  a  question  about 
“this  jigsaw  puzzle”  when  the 
Premier  interrupted:  “What 
puzzle?  There  is  no  puzzle  about 
it.  I  have  told  you  everything. 
It’s  much  clearer  than  your 
Warren  Report  on  the 
assassination  of  J.  F.  Kennedy.”

Black  September  terrorism  reported  in  six 
European,Middle  Eastern  countries  since  1970 


TRIPOLI,  LIBYA 

A  hard-living  Palestinian 
intelligence  expert  whose  father 
was  killed  by  Zionists  24  years 
ago... 

Older  Arabs— Al-Fatah 
veterans— who  learned  about 
terrorism  from  Egypt’s  dreaded 
Moslem  brotherhood... 

Poison,  Soviet  hand  grenades, 
British-made  submachine  guns 
passed  along  by  the  Libyan 
regime... 

Such  are  the  leaders,  and  the 
physical  ingredients,  of  Black 
September  terrorism  as  reported 
by  informants  in  six  European 
and  Middle  Eastern  countries 
and  here  in  Libya,  where  the 
revolutionary  government  gives 
zealous  backing  to  what  a  new 
paper  it  controls  here  calls  the 
“brave  lads  of  Black 
September.” 

Black  September  first 
attracted  attention  well  before 
its  men  attacked  the  Israeli 
Olympic  team  at  Munich,  West 
Germany,  on  Sept.  5.  Last 
November,  four  of  its  terrorists 
assassinated  the  Jordinian 
premier,  Wasfi  Tal,  in  Cairo,  and 
one  of  them  is  said  to  have 


licked  his  blood. 

Arab  and  Israeli  officials  and 
Palestinian  militants  agree  that 
Black  September  is  an  offshoot 
of  Fatah,  the  largest  group  of 
Arab  commandos,  which  has 
failed  to  shake  Israel  with  its 
conventional  guerrilla  attacks 
over  the  years. 

In  Amman,  the  Jordanian 
capital,  the  authorities  say  they 
have  had  intelligence  reports 
that  Black  September  has  made 
plans  to  use  poison  to  wreak 
vengeance  on  Jordan. 

The  Jordanian  authorities  also 
report  that  Ali  Hassan  Salemen, 
the  hard-living  Fatah  intelligence 
expert  who  they  say  oversees 
Black  September  activities,  has 
become  a  pawn  in  a  rivalry 
between  veteran  commando 
chiefs. 

Black  September’s  members 
themselves  have  revealed  little 
about  their  organization,  but 
visits  to  Tel  Aviv,  Jerusalem, 
Amman,  Beirut,  and  other 
Middle  Eastern  cities  as  well  as 
to  Geneva  and  other  European 
cities  over  four  weeks  have 
turned  up  new  details  about  its 
operations,  leaders,  internal 
workings  and  various  allies. 


The  information,  reported 
largely  by  security  officials  and 
other  opponents  of  Black 
September,  indicates  that  the 
Palestinian  terrorists  have  had 
little  success  in  their  latest 
attacks  on  Jordanian  targets. 

It  depicts  Black  September 
leaders  as  embittered  Palestinian 
refugees  educated  mainly  in 
Egypt  and  hardened  by  their 
years  with  Fatah.  And  it  shows  a 
loose,  far-flung  organization 
whose  financial  support  comes 
principally  from  Arab  oil. 

Black  September  hates  Jordan 
because  King  Hussein’s  army 
crushed  the  Arab  commando 
movement  in  that  country  in  a 
campagin  that  began  in 
September,  1970-an  event  that 
isthe  source  of  the  group’s  name. 
It  hates  Israel  because  it  says  the 
Israelis  have  usurped  the 
Palestinian  homeland. 

Between  the  Cairo  and 
Munich  killings,  Black 
September  claimed 
responsibility  or  was  blamed  for 
more  than  a  dozen  more 
shootings,  explosions  and  other 
acts  of  violence,  mostly 
involving  Israeli  and  Jordanian 
targets.  These  were  almost  all  in 
Europe,  where  security  has  been 


slacker  than  in  the  Middle  East. 

The  terrorists’  violence  has 
included  one  hijacking  and 
several  attempted  hijackings  of 
Jordanian  flights. 

In  addition,  the  violence  has 
included  explosions  aboard  a 
Jordanian  airliner  at  the  Madrid 
airport  and  in  a  Jordanian  office 
in  Geneva-both  of  which  caused 
no  casualties-and  the  sabotaging 
of  a  factory  in  Hamburg,  West 
Germany  that  shipped 
equipment  to  Israel. 

In  another  recent  incident, 
Jordanian  security  officials, 
acting  on  a  tip,  intercepted  a  car 
loaded  with  explosives  and 
driven  by  a  man  they  described 
as  a  Fatah  commando  based  in 
Syria. 

Black  September  also  showed 
fallibility  last  month,  the 
Jordanians  say,  when  it  mailed 
four  letter-bombs  from 
Amsterdam  to  high  Jordanian 
Officials  in  Amman. 

Some  left-wing  Arab 
spokesmen  in  Damascus,  Syria, 
and  else-where  have  suggested 
that  Israel  herself  sent  the 
letter-bombs  as  a  provocative 
act. 

At  any  rate,  When  the  letters 
were  intercepted  at  Amman’s 


main  post  office,  they  were 
found  to.  contain  crudely  printed 
Black  September  cards  that 
seemed  intended  not  for 
Jordanians  but  for  Israelis. 

The  cards,  according  to  an 
official,  said  in  Arabic  and 
slightly  in  misspelled  English: 
“Because  you  have  usurped  our 
land,  killed  our  people,  and 
come  from  all  over  the  world  to 
usurp  our  rights,  we  will  harass 
you  wherever  you  are.” 

The  booby  traps  themselves 
were  homemade.  They 
reportedly  yielded  no 
fingerprints  or  clues  about  what 
leader  had  given  the  order  to 
mail  them  along  with  the  dozens 
of  other  letter-bombs  sent  to 
Israelis,  one  of  which  killed  an 
Israeli  official  in  London. 

Security  officials  say  there  are 
probably  fewer  than  200  persons 
involved  more  or  less  full-time 
with  Black  September 
operations,  although  past 
estimates  have  been  higher. 
These  few  score  operatives  are 
said  to  have  been  handpicked 
and  to  be  fluent  in  at  least  one 
foreign  language  and  willing  to 
die  for  what  the  Palestinians  call 
their  cause.

The  parliamentary  arm  of 
Neo-fascism  calls  itself  the 
Italian  Social  Movement.  It 
disclaims  any  ties  with  the 
far-rightist  groups  that  act 
outside  Parliament,  often 
illegally,  and  is  about  to  absorb 
the  dwindling  Monarchist  party 
into  a  National  Right  Wing,  a 
new  label  for  Neo-Facism. 

There  are  also  a  few  small 
groups,  such  as  the  South 
Tyrolean  People's  Party,  which 
has  three  deputies  and  two 
senators  and  represents  the 
German-speaking  people  in  the 
country’s  northernmost  region. 

Neo-Fascist  and  left-wing 
lawmakers  occasionally  come  to 
blows  on  the  floors  of  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  and 
Senate,  and  the  burly 
sergeants-at-arms,  who  wear  gilt 
chains  over  their  frock  coats,  are 
hard  put  to  restore  order.  But 
real  parliamentary  drama  usually 
comes  in  subtler  ways  through 
what  is  known  as  sniping. 

Snipers  are  deputies  or 
senators  who  vote  against  their 
own  party’s  instructions  in 
secret  ballots.  A  secret  vote  must 
be  held,  instead  of  a  show  of 
hands,  if  at  least  20  members 
request  it.  Occasions  for 
maneuvers  are  therfore  plentiful. 

Sniping  has  been  refined  over 
the  years  into  an  art  form  in 
which  the  Christian  Democrats 
excel.  The  party  has  been  in 
power  uninterruptedly  for  25 
years,  and  its  266  deputies  and 
137  senators  are  currently  split 
into  nine  factions  with  many 
subdivisions. 

The  Christian  Democratic 
party  is  little  more  than  a 
federation  of  disparate  groups 
that  publicly  feud  with  one 
another  most  of  the  time-except 
during  election  campaigns. 
Desgruntled  factions  will  snipe 
at  government-sponsored  bills  if 
the  premier  happens  to  belong 
to  a  rival  group. 

For  many  years,  governments 
have  usually  been  built  on 
coalitions  between  the  Christian 
Democrats  and  smaller  parties 
on  its  left  and  right,  with 
Communists  and  Neo-Fascist 
always  barred  from  power. 

Under  the  constitution  of 
1947,  the  government  at  all 
times  needs  the  confidence  of 
both  houses.  A  premier  may 
theoretically  have  a  safe 
majority  in  both  houses,  but 
snipers  nevertheless  often  make 
life  difficult  for  him. 

Premier  Guilio  Andreotti, 
who  heads  the  34th  cabinet 
since  the  fall  of  fascism,  is 
having  his  share  of  trouble  with 
Christian  Democratic  snipers. 
The  unpredictability  of  secret 
votes  is  a  major  reason  why 
Italian  governments  are  so 
unstable  and  last  only  an  average 
nine  months,  although  every 
premier  since  1945  has  been  a 
Christian  Democrat.  NYT

President  Park  Chung  Hee 
proclaimed  martial  law 
throughout  South  Korea 
yesterday  in  a  surprise  move  he 
said  was  necessary  to  protect  the 
nation  from  “unfavorable 
changes  in  and  around  the 
country.”  He  said  the  people 
must  approve  his  plans  for 
constitutional  and  political 
reforms  if  talks  with  Communist 
North  Korea  on  reunification  are 

to  continue.

Park’s  announcement  came  at 
6:45  p.m.  (5:45  a.m.  EDT). 
Martial  law  went  into  effect  15 
minutes  later  and  soldiers  in 

armored  vehicles  took  up 
positions  around  major  building 
in  the  heart  of  Seoul. 

The  former  army  general  who 
came  to  power  in  1961  and  is 
serving  his  third  term  as 

president  suspended  the 
constitution,  banned  all  political 
activity,  and  named  Army  Chief 
of  Staff  Gen.  Roh-Jae  Hyon  to 
execute  the  martial  law  edict. 

Park  told  the  nation  that 

amendments  to  the  1963 

constitution  he  helped  draft 
would  be  announced  by  Oct.  27 
and  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the 
people. 

If  the  amendments  are 
rejected  in  the  referendum,  he 
said  he  will  interpret  the  result 
as  an  expression  of  the  will  of 
the  people  against  the  dialogue 
between  North  and  South 
Korea. 


“And  then  I  will  seek  a  new 
approach  to  the  task  of  national 
unification,”  Park  added. 

Park  said  he  was  forced  to  take 
“this  extraordinary  action  to 
safeguard  Korea  from 
unfavorable  changes  in  and 
outside  the  country.” 

“There  is  now  taking  place  a 
significant  change  in  the  balance 
of  power  among  the  big  powers 
around  the  Korean  Peninsula,” 
the  55-year-old  president  said.  “I 
think  this  change  may  seriously 
affect  our  security. 

“These  changes  might  result 
in  transforming  the  existing 
order  in  Asia  as  a  whole,  and 
also  threaten  to  affect  adversely 
the  security  systems  which  have 
so  far  served  as  the  effective 
backbone  for  maintaining  peace 
in  this  region.” 


Park’s  reference  to  the 
“unfavorable”  changes  outside 
of  Korea  was  not  spelled  out. 
However,  observers  said  it 
undoubtedly  included  Japan’s 
normalization  of  relations  with 
China  Sept.  29  and  the 
subsequent  rupture  of  official 
ties  with  Nationalist  China. 

Japan,  which  has  replaced  the 
United  States  as  South  Korea’s 
leading  source  of  economic  aid, 
lately  has  been  expanding  its 
trade  and  unofficial  ties  with 
North  Korea. 

In  addition,  the  United  States 


has  been  slowly  but  steadily 
whittling  down  its  military 
presence  in  South  Korea. 
Premier  Kim  Jong  Pil,  Park’s 
brother-in-law,  recently 
predicted  that  only  token 
American  forces  would  remain 
in  South  Korea  after  1975. 

The  United  States,  however, 
remains  committed  by  treaty  to 
South  Korea’s  defense. 

Parks  said  he  had  opened  talks 
with  North  Korea  with  the 
ultimate  goal  of  national 


unification,  but  that  his  political 
opponents  in  South  Korea  had 
tried  to  exploit  the  talks  for 
their  own  ends. 

“Disorder  and  inefficiency  are 
still  rampant  around  us,”  Park 
said.  “The  political  circles  in  our 
country  are  obsessed  by 
factional  strife.  They  already 
lost  their  sense  of  mission,  and 
the  representative  institution 
(National  Assembly)  was  made 
the  scapegoat  of  political 
struggle.” 


Park  said  the  proclamation  of 
nartial  law  does  not  mean 
constitutional  government  is 
ended  in  the  country  forever. 

“We  can  hardly  find  any  other 
political  system  better  than  a 
free  democratic  institution,”  he 
said.  “However  superb  the 
democratic  system  may  be,  it 
will  be  more  vulnerable  than 
other  political  systems  unless  it 
is  armed  with  powers  to  uphold 
itself.”

US  expresses  disapproval 
at  Korean  declaration 


WASHINGTON 

The  United  States  has  conveyed  to  the  South 
Korean  government  in  the  “stiffest  terms”  its 
disapproval  of  the  imposition  of  martial  law  by 
President  Chung  Hee  Park,  State  Department 
officials  said  yesterday. 

Secretary  of  State  William  P.  Rogers  expressed 
the  United  States  objections  to  the  South  Korean 
ambassador,  Dong  Jo  Kim,  whom  he  summoned 
to  his  office  Monday  night,  while  the  American 
ambassador  in  Seoul,  Philip  C.  Habib,  acting  on 
instructions,  delivered  a  similar  statement  to  Kim 
Chang  Pil,  the  Korean  premier,  and  Kim  Yong 
Shik,  the  foreign  minister. 

State  department  officials  provided  on  a 
background  basis  the  substance  of  conversation 
with  South  Korean  officials  since  late  Monday  -- 
after  Pil  gave  Habib  a  few  hours  notice  of  the 
decision  to  declare  martial  law  -  emphasizing 
that  Park’s  action  was  highly  embarrassing  to  the 
United  States. 


Some  40,000  American  troops  are  stationed  in 
South  Korea.  The  South  Korean  army  is  being 
modernized  by  the  United  States,  and  Seoul 
receives  considerable  American  economic 
assistance. 

The  United  States  believes  that  in  view  of  this 
support,  designed  to  stabilize  the  economic  and 
political  situation  in  South  Korea,  and  assist 
democratic  developments  the  sudden  imposition 
of  the  martial  law  was  a  blow  to  American 
policy. 

State  Department  officials  made  it  clear  that 
in  their  judgment  there  was  no  justification  for 
Park’s'  move. 

Publicly,  the  United  States  displeasure  was 
expressed  in  more  restrained  terms  by  the  State 
Department  spokesman,  Charles  W.  Bray  III,  who 
said  that  “This  government  was  notified  of  this 
only  shortly  before  the  announcement;  it  was 
not  consulted  about  the  decision  and,  obviously, 
if  not  associated  with  it.”  NYT  News  Service 


Boggs  still  missing  in  Alaska  wilderness 
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ANCHORAGE,  ALASKA 

A  squadron  of  40  search 
planes  flew  through  fog,  wind 
and  rain  along  the  southern 
Alaska  coast  yesterday  seeking  a 
missing  plane  carrying  House 
Democratic  Leader  Hale  Boggs, 
Alaska’s  lone  congressman  and 
two  other  men. 

Hundreds  of  fishing  boats 
joined  the  coastal  search. 

“It’s  not  a  good  day  for 
searching,  but  we’ve  got  a  lot  of 
people  out,”  said  Air  Force  Lt. 
Col.  Earl  Ray.  “There’s  been  no 
sign.” 

The  two-engine  Cessna  310 
carrying  Boggs  and  Rep.  Nick 
Begich  disappeared  in  a  rainstorn 
Monday  on  a  flight  from 
Anchorage  to  the  state  capital  of 
Juneau  near  the  southern  end  of 
the  glacier-dotted  Alaskan 
panhandle. 

With  Boggs,  58,  who  has 
represented  the  New  Orleans 
area  in  Congress  for  28  years, 
were  fellow  Democrat  Begich, 
40,  of  Alaska,  his  aide  Russell 
Brown  and  veteran  bush  pilot 
Don  E.  Jonz.  They  were  last 
heard  from  12  minutes  after 
takeoff. 

Air  Force,  Coast  Guard  and 
Civil  Air  Patrol  planes  and  400 
salmon  fishing  boats  battled 
rough  weather  and  the  short 
Alaskan  day  searching  the 
choppy  seas  of  the  Gulf  of 


Alaska  and  the  rugged, 
snow-covered  mountains  along 
its  shore  for  the  missrng 
orange-and-white  aircraft. 

Boggs  and  his  colleagues 
disappeared  about  800  miles 
south  of  the  polar  regions  where 
comedian  Will  Rogers  and  pilot 
Wiley  Post  crashed  in  a  heavy 


Alaskan  fog  on  Aug.  15,  1935. 
The  two  men  died  in  that  crash. 

Boggs,  the  number  two  man 
in  the  House  hierarchy  as 
Democratic  majority  leader,  was 
in  Alaska  campaigning  for 
Begich,  a  freshman  congressman 
representing  the  entire  49th 
state. 


The  search  for  the  missing 
plane  covered  its  entire  planned 
550-mile  route  over  the  lonely 
Chugah  Mountains  to  Price 
William  Sound,  along  the  coast 
of  Alaska  to  Glacier  National 
Monument,  then  inland  to 
Juneau  skirting  the  edge  of  St. 
Elias  Range. 


Rep.  Hale  Boggs 
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Times  relates  several  calls  made 
from  Segretti  home  to  White  House

LOS  ANGELES 
A  number  of  calls  were  made 
last  spring  from  the  home 
telephone  of  Donald  H.  Segretti, 
the  man  identified  in  news 
reports  as  a  key  link  in  a 
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campaign  to  sabotage 
Democratic  political  activities, 
to  the  White  House  and  to  the 
home  and  office  of  a  man 
indicted  in  the  Watergate 
bugging  incident. 

The  New  York  Times  has 
learned  that  at  least  28  calls 
were  made  from  Segretti’s  home 
phone  to  the  White  House,  to 
the  home  of  Dwight  L.  Chapin,  a 
close  aide  to  President  Nixon, 
and  to  the  home  and  office  of  E. 
Howard  Hunt  Jr.  Hunt,  a  former 
White  House  consultant,  has 
been  indicted  in  connection  with 
the  break-in  June  17  at  the 
headquarters  of  the  Democratic 
National  Committee  at  the 
Watergate  complex  in 

Washington. 

News  reports  have  alleged  that 
Chapin  and  Hunt  served  as 
Washington  contacts  for 

Segretti,  a  31 -year-old  lawyer 
who  several  persons  have  said 
tried  to  recruit  them  for  political 
espionage. 

Segretti  denied  the  initial 
reports  concerning  his 

involvement  in  an  espionage 
campaign,  but  could  not  be 
reached  for  comment  on  the 
new  information. 

Spokesman  for  the  White 
House  and  the  Committee  for 


the  Re-election  of  the  President 
have  denounced  the  press  for 
printing  articles  based  on  what 
they  call  “hearsay”  and 
“innuendo,”  but  they  have 
neither  denied  nor  rebutted  the 
material  that  has  been  published. 

Chapin  and  Hunt  could  not  be 
reached  yesterday.  Ronald  L. 
Ziegler,  President  Nixon’s  press 
secretary,  said  that  he  had  “no 
knowledge”  of  the  calls  to  the 
White  House  and  “no  idea”  why 
they  had  been  made. 

The  Times  has  learned  that  at 
least  six  calls  were  made  from 
Segretti’s  phone  to  the  White 
House-one  in  April  and  five 
times  in  June,  the  last  on  June 
23.  In  late  March,  an  unlisted 
number  in  suburban  Maryland 
was  called.  A  woman  who 
answered  that  .phone  yesterday 
confirmed  that  it  was  Chapin’s 
home. 

On  at  least  19  occasions  from 
March  to  June,  the  unlisted 
number  of  Hunt’s  office  at 
Robert  R.  Mullen  and  Company, 
a  Washington  public  relations 
firm,  was  called  from  the 
Segretti  phone.  Two  calls  were 
place;  in  that  period  to  Hunt’s 
home  in  Rockville,  Md. 

It  was  not  known  who 
participated  in  any  of  the 


telephone  calls. 

The  calls  to  Hunt’s  home  and 
office  stopped  shortly  before 
June  17,  thyNiight  five  men  were 
arrested  in  the  offices  of  the 
Democratic  National  Committee 
at  the  Watergate  complex.  Hunt 
was  not  among  those  arrested 
that  night,  but  he  was 
immediately  dismissed  by  the 
Mullen  concern,  for  whom  he 
worked  as  a  writer.  He  was  later 
indicted  for  conspiracy  in  the 
case.

Mafia  in  businesses 


NEW  YORK 

The  five  powerful  Mafia 
families  that  run  the  underworld 
in  the  nation’s  largest  city  used 
extortion,  blackmail  and 
violence  to  seize  control  of 
almost  200  previously  legitimate 
businesses,  District  Attorney 
Eugene  Gold  said  yesterday. 

Gold,  who  directed  a  massive, 
year-long  probe  into  gangland 
activities  resulting  in  677 
subpoenas  against  alleged 
mobsters  and  their  associates, 
said  the  firms  “run  the  gamut  of 
business  activity  in  this  city. 

“You  name  it.  There  is  hardly 


a  business  activity  in  this  city 
that  will  not  be  the  subject  of 
this  inquiry,”  Gold  said. 

High  law  enforcement  sources 
disclosed  meanwhile  that  100  of 
the  677  persons  subpoenaed 
were  policemen— ranging  from 
patrolmen  to  lieutenants- who 
allegedly  were  on  mob  payrolls. 

At  a  joint  news  conference 
with  Mayor  John  V.  Lindsay, 
Gold  disclosed  that  indictments 
would  be  returned  in  “less  than 
10  days”  in  what  officials  call 
the  biggest  Mafia  crackdown  in 
history.

Kissinger  negotiations  raise  questions

WASHINGTON 

Henry  A.  Kissinger  was  flying 
last  night  from  another  meeting 
with  the  North  Vietnamese  in 
Paris  to  a  meeting  with  the 
South  Vietnamese  in  Saigon  and 
strong  indications  throughout 
the  government  that 
negotiations  for  an  Indochina 
cease-fire  reached  a  critical 
point. 

Almost  nothing  is  being  said 
here  about  the  substance  of  the 
negotiations.  And  no  one  will 
speak  in  public  even  about  their 
atmosphere. 

Several  informed  officials 
suggested,  however,  that  there 
had  been  considerably  more 
progress  between  American  and 
North  Vietnamese  negotiators 
than  had  been  acknowledged  so 
far.  But  there  was 

uncertainty  here  about  the 
reaction  of  President  Nguyen 
Van  Thieu  of  South  Vietnam  to 
.the  negotiations. 

In  Saigon,  as  in  Washington, 
the  pace  of  high-level  meetings 
was  accelerating.  President  Thieu 
held  a  second  daylong 
conference  with  key  aides  and 
cabinet  officers. 

Diplomatic  reports  delayed 
from  Hanoi  suggest  some  more 
optimism  in  the  North 
Vietnamese  capital  as  well,  but  a 
continuing  emphasis  on  the 
problems  that  remain-including 


disagreements  between  the 
North  Vietnamese  and  their 
southern  allies  who  direct  the 
Vietcong. 

Some  of  the  patterns  of 
combat  in  recent  days  in  hamlets 
close  to  Saigon  have  been 
interpreted  as  contests  for 
maximum  political  advantage  in 
case  on  a  military  standstill. 

And  from  Laos  have  come 
reports  of  the  first  promising 
negotiations  in  two  years 
between  the  pro-Communist 
Pathet  Lao  and  the  neutralist 
government  in  Vientiane.  The 
two  sides  are  talking  about  the 
“normalization’,  of  their  virtual 
partition  of  the  country.  Laotian 
officials  are  optimistic  in  their 
reports  to  Washington  because 
the  Pathet  Lao  have  dropped  a 
longstanding  demand  than  an 
agreement  must  include  the 
cessation  of  American  bombing 
of  the  Communist  supply  trails 
through  Laos,  from  North 
Vietnam  to  South  Vietnam. 

Although  these  signs  of 
motion  and  progress  offer 
obvious  political  advantage  to

them  to  be  cautious  with  the 
available  evidence. 

The  White  House  dealt  as 
blandly  as  possible  with  the 
announcements  of  Kissinger’s 
travels.  It  issued  a  statement  at  6 
a.m.  that  the  presidential  adviser 
on  national  security  was  in  Paris, 
with  four  aides  and  William  H. 
Sullivan,  an  Indochina  expert 
and  Deputy  Assistant  Secretary 
of  State  for  East  Asia  and  Pacific

Hitchens,  who  currently  ranks 
second  in  the  nation  among 
rushers,  is  averaging  143.3  yards 
per  game  with  4.2  yards  per 
carry.  Despite  these  impressive 
stats,  Hitchens  trails  Bobcat 
quarterback  Rich  Bevly  in  total 
offense.  Bevly  leads  the  loop  in 
passing  (41  of  97  for  630  yards) 


lost  a  game  last  year.  Then  you 
have  to  go  back  10  years  to  the 
1962  Series  between  the  New 
York  Yankees  and  San  Francisco 
Giants. 

In  that  series,  the  two  clubs 
lost  one  day  in  New  York, 
because  of  rain  and  three  more 
in  San  Francisco.

“We  were  ready  to  play,”  he 
said.  “No,  I’m  not  happy  they 
had  to  call  if  off.”

Olympic  dreams 
true  for  Dowswell

“At  first,  the  atmosphere  in  Munich  was  so  overwhelming.  It  was 
like  a  fairyland  feeling,  knowing  that  everyone  was  watching  you. 
You  were  a  representative  of  your  nation.” 

Rick  Dowswell  was  indeed  a  representative  of  his  nation.  He’s  the 
only  one  that  people  in  Canada  and  the  United  States  may  hear 
about  for  a  long  time  to  come. 

The  5-9”  junior  from  Sarnia,  Ontario  earned  his  trip  with  the 
Canadian  Olympic  team  by  tossing  the  javelin  265-11”  to  win  the 
NCAA  Championships  as  a  sophomore.  It  was  the  second  longest 
javelin  throw  in  NCAA  history. 

Rick’s  proud  of  an  attitude  which  exudes  desire-one  which  he 
holds  responsible  for  getting  him  to  Munich. 

“I  believe  that  you  have  to  be  able  to  discipline  yourself  and  calm 
yourself  during  competition.  You  have  to  be  able  to  say  to  yourself 
‘I  have  nothing  to  lose’  and  then  go  out  and  compete  like  you  really 
mean  it,”  Dowswell  said 

Despite  pressure,  Rick  fared 
well  in  the  competition.  Out  of 
the  26  who  competed  in  the 
javelin  throw,  he  finished  13th 
with  a  toss  of  255  feet,  some  ten 
feet  below  his  NCAA  throw.  But 
yet,  competition  wasn’t  the 
greatest  thrill  of  his  stay  in 
Munich. 

“The  opening 
were  awe  inspiring, 
had  imagined  the 
runner  brought  the  torch  up  to 
the  top  of  the  statium.  The 
music  that  went  along  with  the 
ceremony  was  always  beautiful. 

Now  I  was  there,  and  it  was 
greater  than  I  had  ever 
imagined,”  Rick  recalled.

Also  pleasing  to  Dowswell  was  the  brotherhood  displayed  there. 
“People  came  there  to  compete,”  said  Rick,  “and  there  were  no 
political  overtones.  I  got  along  well  except  for  the  language  barriers. 
Olympic  Village  was  a  happy  place  until  the  incident.” 

The  “incident”,  the  tragic  deaths  of  1 1  Israeli  athletes  and 
coaches,  shook  the  village  complex.  Canadians  there,  as  well  as  the 
majority  of  athletes,  were  in  no  danger,  but  to  Rick,  the  spirit  of 
competition  was  gone. 

“People  wanted  the  Olympics  to  continue,  and  well  that  they  did. 
Stopping  the  Olympiad  would  have  been  a  grave  mistake,  because 
violence  is  part  of  life  and  you  can’t  stop  life.  Just  the  same,  the 
incident  was  like  a  scar  on  the  face  of  a  pretty  girl.  You  can’t  take  it 
away  and  the  fairyland  effect  vanishes,”  Dowswell  explained. 

Despite  the  violence,  it  was  a  long  and  rewarding  road  to  get  to 
Munich,  and  Rick  considers  himself  lucky. 

“It  was  a  fantastic  advantage  for  me  to  come  to  the  United 
States,”  Downswell  stated,  “because  of  the  facilities  and 
competition.  The  big  difference  in  American  and  Canadian  athletes 
isn’t  in  the  athlete  himself.  American  colleges  have  the  good  facilities 
and  make  the  most  of  them.” 

Rick  indeed  seemed  to  benefit  from  the  move  to  Athens.  After 
high  school,  his  best  javelin  throw  had  been  226’-6”  In  one  year,  he 
was  up  to  252’-6”  which  was  “an  exceptional  climb  for  a  javelin 
thrower.  If  I  would  have  stayed  in  Canada,  I’d  probably  still  be  at 
226'  feet,”  he  noted. 

Dowswell  is  a  proud  man.  Proud  of  his  achievements  and  of  the 
prospect  of  competing  for  his  country  in  future  Olympiads.  He’ll  do 
his  country  proud.

Plaster  casts  of  John  F. 
Kennedy’s  and  Martin  Luther 
King’s  exit  wounds,  icon  dildos, 
and  a  movie  frame  close-up  of  an 
eyeball  being  sliced  by  a  straight 
razor. . . 


Some  read  the  article  and 
vomited.  Others  nodded  their 
heads  in  disgust.  But  most 
readers  simply  laughed. 

“Where  Do  You  Draw  the 
Line,”  the  headline  screamed. 
And  National  Lampoon  rarely 
does  in  its  never-ending  crusade 
to  prove  that  nothing  is  sacred. 


Chris  Miller  writes  regularly 
for  the  national  humor 
magazine.  But  he  doesn’t 
consider  himself  racist,  sexist, 
elitist  or  even  sick,  as  some  have 
charged. 

“I  really  don’t  think  I’m  any 
of  those  things  because  of  what  I 
write,”  remarked  Miller,  who 


stopped  here  yesterday  near  the 
end  of  a  Midwest  promotion 
tour  for  the  monthly  magazine. 
“I  think  the  people  who  get 
upset  are  really  the  racists, 
sexists  and  elitists. 

“The  problem  is  that  most 
people  don’t  understand  what 
satire  is,”  he  continued.  “They 


see  humor  and  they  see  reality 
but  when  you  mix  the  two 
together  people  can’t  see  it  and 
get  upset.” 

Miller  used  as  an  example  the 
nude  “FotoFunnies”  section  of 
the  magazine  which  stars  a 
woman  with  very  large  breasts. 

“Some  people  will  say  we’re 
sexist  because  the  woman  has 
big  boobs,”  he  noted.  “But 
really  the  strip  is  not  making  fun 
of  big  boobs,  but  of  thy  things 
men  say  about  them. 

“Really  it’s  the  liberals  that 
get  most  upset  about  the 
magazine,”  he  continued. 
“That’s  because  they’re  the  most 
hypocritical  and  when  they  draw 
the  line  and  you  go  over  it 
they’re  the  first  ones  to  scream 
to  shut  down  the  press.” 

Miller,  who  jumped  to.  the  big 


time  from  a  career  as  a  struggling 
porno  writer,  traced  the  success 
of  the  magazine  to  past  work  by 
Lenny  Bruce,  Paul  Krassner  of 
the  Realist  magazine  and  Mad 
magazine. 

“When  Mad  was  a  good 
magazine  in  the  ’50’s  they  used 
to  get  law  suits  with  every  issue. 
And  they  always  won.  So  most 
people  feel  it’s  not  worth  their 
time  to  sue  us.  After  all,  we’re 
just  a  magazine  with  a  sense  of 
humor,”  he  quipped. 

Presently  the  National 
Lampoon,  spawned  from  the 
century-old  Harvard  Lampoon 
two  years  ago,  attracts  an 
estimated  3  million  readers  a 
month. 

“The  time  is  ripe  now  for  the 
Lampoon.  It  certainly  wouldn’t 
have  made  it  during  the 


Kennedy  years.  Everything  was 
sacred  then.  But  now  in  the 
present  state  of  the  country,  it’s 
easier  to  poke  fun  at  sacred 
cows.  Especially  when  you  have 
someone  as  basically  evil  as 
Nixon  is,”  he  theorized. 

“I  guess  if  you  wanted  to  be 
philosophical  you  could  say  the 
thing  we  want  is  for  people  to 
believe  more  in  themselves  and 
less  in  institutions,”  he  added. 

And  what  happens  when  the 
trip  becomes  routine  and  the 
pointed  wit  dulls  to  mediocrity? 

“Well,  since  we’ve  seen  it 
happen  to  Mad,  we  are 
constantly  aware  that  it  can 
happen  to  us.  So  we  keep  our 
minds  open  to  what’s  going  on. 

“But  if  it  ever  happens  I  no 
longer  write  for  National 
Lampoon.”

Blintzes, borscht,  knishes  and 
kreplech  are  just  a  few  of  the 
traditional  Jewish  foods 
prepared  by  members  of  the 
B’nai  B’rith  Women’s  Auxilary 
for  sale  today  from  10  a. m.  to  4 
p.m.  at  the  Armory  at  Court  and 
Carpenter  streets.  All  profits  will 
support  Hillel  House. 

“Besides  being  a  fund  raising 
project,  our  sale  is  also  a  cultural 
enrichment  event.  There  is  no 


other  place  in  Athens  to  buy 
these  foods.”  said  Ms.  Abraham 
Clearfield,  publicity  chairman 
for  the  sale. 

“The  preparation  of  this  kind 
of  food  is  a  dying  art,”  she  said. 
“Because  of  the  detail  involved, 
the  methods  have  to  be  taught 
rather  than  learned  from  a 
recipe.” 

To  help  pass  on  these 
techniques,  Hillel  sponsors 
cooking  classes  where 
community  members  teach  their 
specialties. 


A  large  part  of  the  Jewish 
culture  and  tradition  is  centered 
around  food,  Clearfield  said, 
explaining  that  as  the  Jews 
wandered  from  place  to  place 
over  the  years  they  picked  up  or 
adapted  local  dishes. 

Similar  to  a  French  crepe, 
blintzes  are  egg  pancakes  rolled 
around  a  dry  cottage  cheese  type 
filling.  They  can  also  be  filled 
with  jam,  potatoes,  fish,  apples, 
peaches  or  meat.

In  Lima ,  weed  means  11-2 5 years

September  1971  was  a 
significant  month  for  pot  users 
in  Ohio.  It  was  early  fall  a  year 
ago  that  possession  of  an  ounce 
or  less  of  grass  became  a 
misdemeanor  rather  than  a 
felony. 

The  date  is  important  because 
it  signaled  a  change  in  official 
attitudes  toward  marijuana; 
philosophically,  the  law  made 
strides  in  the  right  direction. 

But  for  numerous  prisoners  in 
the  Lebanon  Correctional

Institution,  the  change  has  been 
meaningless.  For  those  who  were 
busted  in  the  days  when  any 
connection  with  weed  meant  a 
felony  charge,  the  harshness  of 
innocent  juries  and  hard-nosed 
judges  has  not  been  erased  by 
time. 

Danny  Denham  was  busted  in 
the  fall  of  1970  in  Lima,  Ohio. 
Appeal  routes  leading  to  the 
Ohio  Supreme  Court  all  failed 
and  in  May  of  this  year,  he  was 
sent  to  Mansfield  Reformatory 
before  being  transferred  here 
later  that  month. 

His  sentence,  on  two  counts, 
is  11  to  25  years.  He  was 
charged  with  possession  for  sale, 
which  got  him  10  to  20  (the 
same  penalty  as  for  armed 
robbery);  also,  with  keeping  a 
house  for  the  illegal  use  of  drugs, 
a  one-to-five  sentence.

What  is 
Denham’s 
irregularities 
bust,  as  well 
his  sentence. 

The  first  strike  against 
Denham  was  the  fact  he  was 
busted  in  Lima,  a  community 
which  stands  to  the  right  of 
Spiro  Agnew. 

Graduating  from  high  school 
in  1966,  Denham  attended  the 
Lima  Ohio  State  branch  for  a 
year,  but  quit  to  work  full  time 
at  the  Ford  engine  plant  just 
north  of  the  city.  After  a  while, 
he  tired  of  that  and  quit  his  job. 

While  he  was  still  working,  he 
and  a  friend  decided  to  rent  an 
apartment  for  parties,  a  place  to

entertain  people.  Denham  still 
lived  at  home  with  his  parents. 

One  night  in  September, 
1970,  he  and  nine  other  persons 
were  waiting  for  a  couple  to 
return  to  the  apartment;  they 
were  going  to  a  party  that 
evening. 

A  knock  on  the  door  was 
ignored  once.  When  Denham 
finally  answered,  he  was  greeted 
by  plainclothesmen  with  a 
warrant  to  search  the  basement, 
where  marijuana  was  supposedly 
being  stored. 

Everyone  was  searched  and 
taken  to  the  police  station,  while 
the  hunt  of  the  entire  house 
continued  for  four  hours.  In  the 
living  room  couch  a  few  seeds 
and  a  minute  quantity  of  grass 
were  found,  according  to 
Denham. 

“The  police  said  in  court  they 
had  the  house  under  surveillance 
for  a  month,”  he  said,  “and  had 
observed  up  to  30  people  a  day 
leaving  the  premises.  They  used 
that  against  me.  The  jury  was  so 
old  they  couldn’t  understand 
why  that  many  people  would 
come  to  a  place  in  a  day.” 

Although  a  “secret 
informant”  was  mentioned  in 
the  warrant,  no  one  ever 
testified  in  court  that  he 
purchased  grass  from  the 
defendant. 

“My  lawyer  said  that  the 
prosecutor  never  convinced  the 
jury  I  sold  grass,  but  that  I  gave 
it  away,  which  is  the  same  as 
selling  in  Ohio,”  Denham  said. 

The  prosecution  used 
circumstantial  evidence  in 
building  its  case,  he  noted, 
mentioning  such  things  as 
psychedelic  music  and  posters  in 
the  apartment. 

“The  prosecuting  attorney 
asked  why  all  those  people 
would  be  there,”  Denham  said. 
“He  claimed  if  they  had  dope 
then  they  wouldn’t  have  come 
to  my  place,  so  I  must  have  been 
giving  it  to  them.” 

The  police  testified  there  was 
the  smell  of  marijuana  smoke  in 
the  air.  Nobody  was  smoking  at 
the  time,  Denham  said. 

All  these  things  added  up,  he 
said,  to  create  an  illusion  which 
matched  the  kind  of  picture  the 
public  sees  on  television. 

I 

Depsite  the  fact  that  he  had  a 
clean  record,  he  was  denied 
consideration  for  probatioa 

“In  Lima,  they’re  behind  the 
times.  They’ll  get  you,”  Denham 
charged. 

Denham  could  have  been 
charged  with  a  misdemeanor, 
but  because  he  rented  the  house, 
“they  considered  me  really  bad. 

“We  rented  it  just  to  goof  off. 
I  gave  the  key  to  anyone  who 
asked  for  it.  I  didn’t  even  know 
who  all  used  the  place.” 

Maintaining  legal  innocence  of 
the  charges,  he  filed  an  appeal  in 
District  Court,  but  lost.  In 
March,  the  Supreme  Court 
refused  to  hear  the  case,  and 
Denham  was  shipped  to 
Mansfield. 


If  wasn’t  long  before  he  was 
moved  to  Lebanon,  30  miles 
northeast  of  Cincinnati.  The 
facility  is  one  of  the  better 
prisons  in  the  state.  It  has  a 
Jaycee  unit  operating  and  the 
outfit  was  one  of  the  state’s  best 
last  year. 

Denham  is  enrolled  in 
computer  school  in  the  prison, 
but  hopes  for  a  furlough  to 
attend  college  next  fall. 

“My  earliest  parole  chance  is 
May,  1975,  when  I’ll  have  38 
months  time,”  he  said.  “Next 
fall  I’ll  have  half  the  time  in,  so  I 
might  be  able  to  get  out  for 
school  then.” 

Lebanon  is  both  better  and 
worse  than  he  originally 
expected.  Conditions  are  better 
than  he  thought  they  would  be, 
but  no  one  enjoys  being  locked 
up. 

“You  learn  to  hate  everything 
around  here  after  a  while,  even 
the  food,”  Denham  said.  “Time 
is  going  faster  than  I  thought  it 
would,  though.” 

The  24-year-old  tries  to  keep 
busy,  running  five  miles  around 
the  prison  track,  playing 
baseball,  walking  outside  when 
he  can,  anything  to  break  the 
monotony.  That,  he  said,  is  the 
worst  thing  about  prison. 

He  was  kept  busy  recently 
answering  the  dozens  of  letters 
he  received  after  a  letter  he 
wrote  appeared  in  the 
September  “Playboy”  Forum. 

“About  99  per  cent  were 
from  women,”  he  said.  “One  girl 
from  New  York  wrote  me  and 
told  me  all  about  her  own 
personal  problems.  It  was  pretty 
wild.” 

The  easy-going  Denham 
doesn’t  count  the  days,  but 
strives  to  whittle  away  the  time 
until  he  goes  free. 

“I’m  not  as  bitter  about  this 
as  I  should  be,”  he  smiled.  “I’ve 
always  tried  to  just  laugh  at 
things. 

“This  all  happened  so  long 
ago,”  he  continued,  “that  it’s 
not  even  real  to  me  anymore.  If 
you’re  here  on  marijuana 
charges,  whether  you’re  guilty  or 
not,  it’s  ridiculous.  No  one 
should  evenserve  time  for  grass.” 

There  are  many  cases  similar 
to  Denham’s,  and  there  could  be 
many  more.  Two  months  before 
he  was  convicted  in  April  1971, 
Ohio  University  President 
Claude  Sowle  publicly  estimated 
that  70  per  cent  of  the 
University’s  student  body  used 
marijuana. 

If  the  lords  of  power  deemed 
it,  many  of  the  thousands  who 
traverse  the  Athens  campus  daily 
could  be  sitting  beside  Denham 
in  the  Lebanon  prison. 

The  day  will  come  when 
penalties  for  smoking  grass  will 
disappear.  When  it  does,  cases 
such  as  Denham’s  will  hopefully 
become  obsolete. 

But  even  if  they  are,  that 
can’t  help  No.  83766.  The 
months  will  have  been  wasted 
behind  bars,  the  “debt”  to 
society  paid. 

Tragically,  it  seems  society  is 
inflicting  greater  harm  on  people 
like  Danny  Denham  than  they 
could  ever  do  to  society.
